All expressed belief that the terms 


of the President's plan would be rati- 
fied by the union leaders—the 90 men 
co-ii^osine! the policy committee of 
the railroad adjustment board Of the 
American Federation of Labor. These 
represent the six shop crafts unions 
now on strike under the leadership 
o£ B. M. Jewell.
